Rosenthal, as b eing memb ers of the 
b andit gang an» l are b eing b rought 
to trial here. 
Two of the handitH 
were shot and k illed b y the police 
who recovered the wealthy Am eri­ 
ca u’s b ody . 
Ruff is in a serious condition in a 
■hospital, having collapsed upon b e­ 
ing .informed of the fate of his fath- 
er-(n,-law. 
Rosenthal -was k illed b y b andits, 
who k idnaped him Sunday from a 
party of relatives with whom lie was 
r e tur ning here from Cuernavaca, a 
resort city , when they realized that 
police, pretending to b e pay ing $10,- 
000 ransom, had trick ed them. 
Two policemen carry ing a 
b ag. 
presumab ly holding the money , b ut 
in reality loade» ! with iron b ars, met 
the b andits at a designated spot in 
the hills near Cuernavaca. 
Instead 
of ha nding over the b ag, the police 
opened fire. 
Two of the b andits 
were k illed. The others hiding nea r­ 
b y plunged their k nives into th* 
A m erican’s b ody , b eat him over the 
head w ith their rifles and fled. Last 
word from Rosenthal was 
received 
Wednesday morning in a 
note 
to 
Ruff, which the b andits permitted 
to reach its destination. 
Rosenthal 
wrote: 
“ I am two miles east of the place 
where we ate Sunday on the way 
form Cuernavaca in Mexico City . The 
b andits w ant 20,000 pesos. 
H urry 
up. 
Love. 
From Jacob Rosenthal.” 
The ransom demanded was scrib ­ 
b led in Spanish b eneath.

Crocodile digging Is a novel sport 
enjoyed by residents of Accra, on the 
Gold coast, says a writer In the Lon­ 
don Field. It is similar to the British 
ferreting of rabbits, hut the rabbits 
are replaced by crocodiles of any 
size from three feet to eight fret 
long, and the ferrets by nnthcs armed 
with shovels. 
The crocodiles' holes 
are situated near a lagoon in pe­ 
culiar basin-shaped hollows, the sides 
of which are composed of circular 
ridges of sand, the center or bottom 
of the basin being partially dried 
mod. 
The holes, which have only one en­ 
trance, are dug out of the sandy 
ridge by the crocodiles, and always 
fa<*e inland and away from the p re ­ 
vailing wind from the sen. This fact 
precludes any attem pt to smoke them 
out. and necessitates digging opera­ 
tions. 
This latter Is not difficult, ow­ 
ing to the sandy nature of the sol!. 
The usual course followed Is: A 
party of two or three natives with 
shovels are sent on ahead to mark 
down a hole showing fresh tracks at 
the entrance, which they start t«» dig. 
The Europeans follow on horses later, 
and arrive when the digging opera­ 
tions are well advanced. 
A double-barreled shotgun with No. 
1 shot is tisually employed. 
The 
sportsmen take tip a position on top 
of the sandy ridge above the entrance 
to the hole. 
As the diggers get further down, the 
inmate can he heard moving uneasily.

stroke of the shovel to listen to the 
reptile’s movements. 
Suddenly our

M any Industrial dust respirators and 
m any different fabrics, ranging from 
cheesecloth and absorbent cotton to 
canton flannel, w ere used in the lab­ 
oratory tests made by S. H. Katz, 
G. W. Smith and E. G. M elter. To­ 
bacco smoke was used as a criterion 
because, being excessively difficult to 
arrest, it affords a severe test for 
the respirators. W hile their use among 
w orkers in such dusty industries as 
mining should be encouraged, the tests 
show that respirators cannot he re­ 
garded as a final safeguard, the ex­ 
perts so 3*.

Crocodile Hunting by No 
Means One-Sided. 


Crocodile digging Is a novel sport 
enjoyed by residents of Accra, on the 
Gold coast, says a w riter in the Lon­ 
don Field. 
It is sim ilar to the B ritish 
ferreting of rabbits, hut the rabbits 
are replaced by crocodiles of any 
size from three feet to eight feet 
long, and the ferrets by o a th es arm ed 
w ith shovels. 
The crocodile*' holes 
are situated near a lagoon In pe­ 
culiar basin-shaped hollows, the sides 
of which are composed of circular 
ridges of sand, the center or bottom 
of the basin being partially dried 
mud. 
The holes, which have only one en­ 
trance, 
are dug out of th e sandy 
ridge by the crocodiles, and always 
face Inland and away from the pre­ 
vailing wind from the sea. T his fact 
precludes any attem pt to smoke them 
out, and necessitates digging opera­ 
tions. 
T his la tte r Is not difficult, ow­ 
ing to the sandy nature of th e soil. 
The usual course followed is: 
A 
p arty of two or three natives with 
shovels are sent on ahead to m ark 
down a hole showing fresh tracks at 
the entrance, which they sta rt to dig. 
The Europeans follow on horses later, 
nnd arrive when the digging opera­ 
tions are well advanced. 
A double-barreled shotgun with No. 
I shot is usually employed. 
T he 
sportsm en take up a position on top 
of the sandy ridge above the entrance 
to the hole. 
As the diggers get further down, the 
inm ate can be heard moving uneasily. 
The excitem ent is intense, and the 
native 
diggers 
pause 
after 
each 
stroke of the shovel to listen to the 
reptile’s movements. 
Suddenly our 
friend down tho hole, decides to holt, 
and w ith a loud rattle charges out 
of the hole, the diggers, m eanw hile 
flinging them selves upon the ridge 
to each side of the guns, arid w ith 
astonishing rapidity, in so clum sy a 
brute, it is half-way across the mud 
bottom before the guns open fire. 
A well-aimed shot at the nape of 
th e neck, as he is clam bering up tile 
opposite slope, howls him over. This 
shot effectually stuns him, hut no 
more, nnd he has to be finished off 
a t close quarters. T his la tte r neces­ 
sitates caution, as som etim es he re ­ 
covers consciousness before the coup 
de grace can he given, and woe be­ 
tide the man who is w ithin range 
of the lashing tail or snapping jaw s 
when th is happens. 
Sometimes several small ones three 
to four feet long. will he bolted from 
one hole, coming out one after tho 
other like a string of sausages and 
giving some very sporting shots.

T he question is sometimes asked, “How were the public utili­ 
ties of tho United States developed on such a sound foundation 
that they excel those of all other countries7“ 
And in a well written editorial, the “ Industrial News Bureau, 
The Manufacturer," replies: 


M a n a g e r s 0f these companies, early in the growth of their 
industry, began to realize that success jay in squire dealing and 
a full public understanding of their affairs. 
Today, these g r e a t 
industrial organizations stand for democracy in business. 
There 
is no secrecy or official porn]) surrounding them. They a r e natural 
monopolies, and their rates and service are subject to public 
regulation. 
Their stocks and bonds are owned by millions of 
American citizens. The lowest man on the payroll has as good a 
chance to become president of the company, if he has the ability, 
as the president’s son. 
Efficiency and service are the watchwords 
of these institutions. 
One of the greatest factors in bringing about understanding, 
contentment and cooperation in utility organizations has been the 
intelligent use of printer’® ink. 
House organs of such companies 
breathe the spirit of friendliness and understanding. 
A perusal 
of the illustrations they contain shows a type of American citi­ 
zenship of the highest order. 
Most of the illustrations are snap­ 
shots of employes or officers. 
A remarkable thing to be noted is 
the expression on the various faces—intelligence, happiness, or 
concentration on the work before them, ip clearly evident. 
This 
applies to the worker in overalls, the girl at the switchboard, the 
lineman on a pole, or an executive at his desk. 
Month by month and year by year scores of such publications 
have made employes better acquainted with each other, and with 
the problems Which are mutual to themselves, the public and the 
company for which they work. Printer’s ink has brought about a 
leveling process which has resulted in understanding. 
There is 
no dividing line between the president's desk ana the laborer’s 
lunchroom. 
Both the president and the day laborer know that 
their jobs depend upon rendering good public service, and that 
the one is dependent on the other in producing satisfactory re­ 
sults. 
It can be safely said that this better understanding which 
has been developed by the industry, is largely responsible for the 
supremacy of service furnished by the utilities of the United 
States. 
In Brainerd our utilities are the railways, gas company, wa 
ter and light board, telephone company, etc., all of which seek to 
make the public familiar with their business.

New York, Sept. 17.—When Jack Dempsey walks in the ring in Phila­ 
delphia on the night of Sept. 23 to defend his heavyweight championship 
against. Gene Tunney he may find in the other corner, back of his opponent, 
Jack Kearns. 
Billy Gibson, manager of the marine challenger, h as n ’t announced his 
staff of seconds and Kearns h as n ’t said anything more definite than: “I ’ll be 
at the fight, you can bet that.” 
For other than the dem oralizing’effect that the presence of his former 
manager in his opponent's corner might have on Dempsey, Kearns would be 
a handy man to have around and in times of stress good seconds are needed 
almost as much for Gibson as for his fighter. 
Never will those forget, who saw it, the face of Mr. Willum Gibson one 
night in old Madison Square Garden when Richie Mitchell clipped Benny 
Leonard on the chin and flopped him for the count of nine. 
Gibson’s face 
turned almost green, his eyes popped and his mouth made all the motions of 
talking but not a word came out. 
It was Leonard who kept his head and motioned to the panic stricken 
Gibson that he was not in danger. 
Leonard was fully recovered in a few 
moments but Gibson didn’t get over it for a month. 
It was Leonard also who shouted to his manager to keep quiet when he 
was being beaten all over tile ring by Lew Tendler in their first tight. 
Leonard, it will tie recalled, was in very bad shape but he kidded Tendler out 
of what was a great chance to win by a knockout. 
Leonard probably will be 
one of the seconds in Tunney’s corner. 
Kearns isn’t the great second that ho thinks he is hut when he h as n ’t a 
million dollar fighter of his own to take care of he may not become so excited. 
Kearns, in his memoirs, says that his quick thinking saved Dempsey be­ 
tween the first and second rounds of his memorable fight with Luis Firpo. 
Kearns says that Dempsey was out on his feet, and flopped so heavily on the 
stool In the corner that lie knocked the bottle of smelling salts out of his 
m a n ag e r’s hand. The bottle smashed on the floor hut Kearns thought quickly, 
reached down and dipped the sponge in the ammonia and held it under 
Dempsey’s nose and his head cleared. 
If memory serves correct, and the pictures proved it, Kearns did nothing 
of the kind. 
The bottle didn’t fall to the floor and break, 
It remained all 
(hiring the intermission in his hands and tile only nose under which it was 
applied was Mr. Kearns’ nose! 
It is doubtful what effect the presence of Kearns iii the opposite corner 
would have on Dempsey. 
It certainly wouldn’t surprise hirr. 
In fact he 
would be surprised if he didn’t find his former m anager telling him how to 
lieut the champion. 
Jim Jeffries was terribly disturbed when he saw Billy Delaney, his for­ 
mer manager, behind Jack Johnson lint Jeffries was in such a state of nerves 
that the slightest annoyance would have upset him. 
Dempsey isn’t of that 
temperament. 
Instead of bothering him it might arouse him to a fury. 
His feelings, although he is very sensitive about some things, a r e n ’t easily 
hurt. 
He was worked into a frenzy when the crowd razzed him before the 
Carpentier fight and he could have murdered anyone within reach when 
Tom Gibbons kept him waiting twenty minutes in the corner in Shelby.
